SIR JOHN AT HEfilNA. 

The PSrmier s H»ppy Reply to the 
Deluge of Addresses 

Reoina to Rival Winnipeg in her Great- 
ness Some dav, 

In reply to the addresses presened 
to him at Regina Sir John A. Mac- 
doiialtl said: 

Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
corporation "of -Kegina, ladies ami sjpii- 
tleuaon. Let ino thank you for your 
kind wishes now expressed. I t has givon 
me great pleasure to come to your 
town, more especially as J had somo- 
thing to do with the selection of this 
towntiiLe as the capital of the North- 
west, and I a in clear that the selection 
was a Rood one for I see the nucleus 
of a large and prosperous city. _ There 
is everything needful lo make you rich, 
situated as you are in what will be one 
of the centres of railway conmiuuica 
tion, you uiuat take a great position. 
(Oncers.) I said you wero bound to be 
in the centre of railway communication 
for you are on the main line of the 0. 
P. R. Then you have the Long Lake 
Railway going north, and as you men- 
tioned in one of the addresses just 
given me oommunicat on with the 
Hudson's Bay and with the south to 
the Souris coal fields. (Cheers.) We 
used to think it a great advuntage 
when in the olden days we could have 
good macadamized roads m Ontario, 
but now you turn up your noses at 
roads and will only have railways. 
Well, you will get them. You have in 
the Kegina & Long Lake railway 
what is but the commencement of a 
great line, as it must extend to the 
north; and your railways south, as 1 
understand it is the intention of the 
O. P. R. tp go to the Souris at a point 
directly south of Kegina and connect 
from this point with the Long Lake 
road. I am speakine as 1 have heard 
it explained to me. You see what ti 
groat future is promised your town, 
soon to become a city by this network 
of railways. 1 feel 1 must not occupy 
your time too long, but I must Hay I 
feel exceedingly gratilied by these ad- 
dresses, coining us they do from non- 
politicul bodies containing gentlemen of 
various opinions. But whatever may 
be our political opinions we are all 
subjects of the same Crown and hai'e 
one common object, the advancement 
of our country. We are all agreed that 
we have a constitution under which we 
havo bappy homes, and with proper at 
tendon to our duties as citizens we 
m ty be as happy and prosperous as any 
under the sun. (Prolonged cheers.) 
With regard to my health, 1 hope and 
believe, nay, feel sure, that the air of 
the Northwest is a conservative air. 
and I hope to return in a few weeks 
with renewed health and strength. 
(Hear, hear.) 1 would say respecting 
the Hudson's Kay Railway, no one is 
more anxious than myself that the 
countrj should have ingress and egress. 
The more roads wo have the bettor for 
the country at large. The Government, 
of which 1 have the honor to be at the 
head, are pleased to aid theso roads 
with grants, and with further increased 
grants of land and other assistance to 
aid in the construction of these roads. 
Capital is very guarded in its invest- 
ment of its funds. We all know the 
great difficulty that was experienced 
by the directors of the C. P. R in get- 
ting funds to complete their great 
work, and this notwithstanding they 
wero aideil BO strongly by your govern 
ment, but they aucoeeded at last. You 
must not be disappointed if capitalists 
hang back at first, but I hope 88 cap- 
ital is easy now in England and with 
the large land grant and the bonds 
guaranteed by the Province of Man- 
itoba, 1 trust capital will be found to 



build the Hudson's Bay road, but do 
not be disappointed if it cornea slowly 
for eventually the road will certainly 
bo built. The feeling of the peoplo of 
this country is so united on that point 
that the railway must bo. .(Applause) 
In the address, I think of the Agri- 
cultural Society, men tion is made that 
thay would be glad if 1 would receive a 
number of gentlemen and converse as 
to the requirements etc., of this great 
country. As 1 am now rather pushed 
for time being anxious to reach British 
Columbia, I would say that I intend 
coming buck to impose myself on the 
hospitality of your Lieut. -Governor. I 
shall then be pleased to meet any num- 
ber of the gentlemen of tho country to 
talk over matters of interest. My con- 
servative friends in their address su<, 
that the credit of the construction of 
the C. P, R., rests with myself. Well, 
I am not, too proud to take that credit. 
1 believe I had something to do with 
the construction of that railway, 
(Laughter.) 1 went to England for the 
purpose of securing a number of gentle 
men to construct this line ami my 
usual good fortune did not desert me 
for 1 was enabled to get, tho right men 
for the work. With such men a.-' Sir 
George Stephen and .Sir Donald A. 
Smith, Angus and others, and the 
energy to put into their work, they 
were, notwithstanding the enormous 
difficulties which were ill their way, 
enabled to complete the line in 1880, 
although not called upon to do so until 
1891. 1 remember saying that, I could 
not well hope in my then advanced age 
to travel across the continent on this 
line, vol it, might, be my happy lot lo 
look down upon the completed work. 
Some said I would most probably look- 
up, 1 am neither looking on it from 
above or below, but 1 am taking it on 
the horizontal. I am greatly pleased 
with the country through which i have 
passed and at every place 1 stopped I 
was assured that that particular spot 
was the „ "garden" of the Northwest. 
If this city grows as I believe it will, 
it will light a good battle with Win- 
nipeg as a distributing point Here 
you are about the centre from British 
Columbia to the East and soon trains 
will be bringing into and through the 
rich products of the Asiatic countries, 
but we are not going to be satisfied 
with that. We are now making ar- 
rangements for the trade of Australia 
and its sister countries, a careful ex- 
amination of the manifests of the 
Steamers from San Francisco to Aus- 
tralia has been made and it is found 
that fully ftO per cent, of the goods 
could be sent by Canadian manufactur- 
ers and there is no reason in the world 
why the trade of our southern colonics 
should not come to thin country. In 
oonclusior 1 will say that I shall on 
my return be glad to see any gentle 
man on matters of public interest and 
would thank you for you kind allusions 
in your seveaal addresses to my wife. 
This is my first visit to tho Northwest 
but as you know it is her third and I 
am afraid that I shall have consider- 
able difficulty in persuading her to set- 
tle down again in Ottawa, (laughter) 
Hoping to meet you all in a few weeks 
on my return 1 again thank you for 
your good wishes to myself arid Lady 
Macdonald. 

Cheers were then given for Sir John, 
Lady Macdonald, the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor antl his good lady, and for the 
Queen, and so closed what was perhaps 
the largest public assembly that was 
ovor held in this northwest.

A MENACED JUDICIARY. 

California ia in what thu Bulletin is 
pleased to style a rovolt on the part 
of the governor of the Stato and » few 
large-landed proprietors against the su- 
preme court. It appears that a few days 
ago the supremo court of California un- 
amiously decided that the riparian rights 
of persons living on the sides of tho 
Htreams wero unassailable and could not 
bo destroyed. The landed proprietors 
want to acquiro tho water in tho rivers, 
streams and lakes of California for the 
purposes of irrigation, and their influence 
is so powerful that they have prevailed on 
the governor to convene a special session 
of the legislature for tho purpose of pass- 
ing a constitutional amendment to over- 
throw the present judiciary and substitute 
a bench of venal tools of the landowners. 
The Bulletin says that no parallel can bo 
found in tho political history of tho Unit- 
ed States for tho aoarcoly disguised at- 
tempt that is now being made to destroy 
the Supreme Court by the defeated 
parties to a suit at law. If the Judiciary 
can be overthrown for deciding a case 
according to its views of the law, it is 
hardly necessary to state that wo are in a 
condition of anarchy, and that there is no 
civil society in California. If the Court 
is not assailed in some casus it will bo 
only because tho defeated litigants lack 
the power to wreak their vengeance upon 
it. The most surprising thing of all is 
that tho governor of the slate has become 
u party to their revolutionary movement. 
Evidence is being daily disclosed to the 
effect that he has been engaged in a 
■cbeme to destroy a co ordinate branch of 
the government. The existence of secret 
compacts and agreements is now admitted, 
though all the facts have not yet been 
given to the public. If the legislature 
.now in session was not to some extent 
comprised with him, its li rat act should 
be to impeach him for high crimes and 
misdemeanors in office. If his term did 
not expire on thu first Monday of Janu- 
ary next, we are disposed to believe that 
tho people would insist that the loading 
issue of tho campaign should be to bring 
him at onco to the bar uf justice. To haul 
him up tor the comparatively pitiful 
offense of contempt would be to belittlo 
B niOBt heinous political crime. 
The water conspiiators in their late con 
volition made no secret of their purpose 
to subjugate the judiciary. Their bond 
of union specifically declared that it was 
thoir fixed determination to prevent the 
election of judges who wero not ready 
beforehand to abjectly pledge themselves 
to decide in their favor. When they ad- 
journed, their organs indecently clamored 
tor the immediate resignation of the 
judges. But tho gorge of the stato began 
so manifestly to rise at this outrageous 
revolutionary outbreak, that the uproar 
died away before it reached its full 
volume. It was at this juncture that the 
governor appears to have undertaken to 
accomplish by indirection what the 
abashed organs found it necessary to so 
hastily drop. In his pronunciamento 
calling the legislature together in extra 
session, that official presents an essen- 
tially false and distorted view of the 
effects of the late decision; speaks doubt- 
fully as to whether the people will "peace- 
fully submit," and winds up with a 
criticism of the mechanism of tho court. 
Upon this last point he thinks that there 
is necessity for constitutional reconstruc- 
tion, and to this end he gives permission 
to the consideration of measures of that 
charaoter. It will be borne in mind that 
this permission to provide for a special 
election is granted in face of the fact that 
there is to bo a general election three 
months hence. Under this machinery 
supplied by the governor of the state to 
the defeated litigants, the supreme court 
might be legislated out of office in a 
couple of weeks. The chief factor neces- 
sary ia a docile legislature. A special 
election, with tho dead registers, now 
:ibotlt to bo set aaide, the pro-occupation 
of the farmers in their agricultural pur- 
suits, and purchased politicians in charge 
of the ballots, might bo safely relied on 
to do the rest. There is nothing in all 
this that reads at all liko American 
political history. Iluspect for the law has 
always been the predominant character- 
istic of our people. Without that respoot 
it is not too much to Bay that self-gov- 
ernment would be totally out of the 
question. Tho narrative rather transports 
the reader tc Mexico, or some of the 
othor loosely-governed countries, where 
a govomor ia intriguing by fair means or 
foul 10 hold on to tho power conferred 
upon him in an ill-starred hour. The 
pronunciamentadoi do not appear with 
arms in their hands, because they think 
that they can havo equally potent means 
ot their command, liut there are some 
obscure hints of more ulterior measures 
The governor has not hesitated to indulge 
in threats of that kind. Similar gasconade 
has boon noticed on the part of tho clique 
which he aorves. Hut when the Berried" 
battalions of Haggin and Carr appear on 
tho Bceno there will bo at least an oppor- 
tunity for the state to relax from tho 
grim feelings of the moment into a broad 
smile. 

THE SEAL. 

In spite of the largo numbers frequent- 
ing our more northern coast and the im- 
portance of the industry of catching thorn 
it is probable that many persons are not 
aware that the seal is closely rolatod to 
1I10 dog, and that though ages of different 
conditions have wrought remarkable 
changes of structure adapted by selection 
and iiso to the requirements of their sur- 
roundings and mode of life, yet both are 
descended from a former common typo. 
Among other characteristic features which 
the seal possesses with tho dog may bo 
mentioned its degree of intelligence, its 
bark, and capability of domestication and 
affection for its human master. An in- 
stance is within our personal knowledge 
of a seal, nearly fully grown when cap- 
tured asleep on the rocks, becoming so 
tamo as to clumsily follow its owner 
about, perform tricks, catch lish, etc. 
Though the animal was of a very gentlo 
disposition and wuh very fond of being 
caressed it novor exhibited the devotion 
relatod in a story which wo quote further 
on, and always seized every opportunity 
to make its way to the water, in which it 
at last broke free from its chain and was 
seen no more. From tho "Month" wo 
clip the following: "A remarkable story 
of tho domesticity of tho seal, mixed up 
with a sad insianco of superstition, is 
relatod by an Irish sportsman. Some years 
ago a young seal was captured in Clow 
Bay, and domesticated in the houso of a 
wealthy farmer, who dwell on the sea 



shore. It grew apace, became familial.' 
with the servants, and attached to tho 
family; its habits wero innocent and 
gentle, it played with the master's chil- 
dren, came at thoir call, and was as play- 
ful as a kitten. Daily tho seal went out to 
Hah, and after providing for his own 
wants generally brought in a salmon or a 
turbot to his master. His delight in tho 
summer was to bask in the sun, and in 
the winter to lie before the fire. At the 
end of four years a fatal disease attacked 
some black cattle belonging to the master 
of the houso; some died, many wore 
affected, and tho ordinary cures having 
failed, a "wise woman" was consultod, 
who assured the muster that the mortality 
among his cows wbb consequent on his re- 
taining an unclean beast about his hab- 
itation — the harmless seal. "It must bo 
inado away with directly," and the su- 
perstitious owner consented to the old 
hag's proposal; tho sea) was put in a boat 
and carried beyond Claro Island, and 
thorn thrown into tho deep. The boat 
returned, tho family retired to rest, and 
tho next morning a aorvant informed her 
master that the Beal was quietly slopping 
before the kitchen lire. The poor animal 
had got back to his beloved home, and 
creeping through an open window took 
pcasession of his favorite resting-place. 
Next morning another cow was reported 
to bo attacked, and so the seal must bo 
finally removed. A Oalway fishing-boat 
was leaving Woatport on her return home, 
and the master undertook to curry off the 
seal and put him overboard beyond lunia 
Boflin. It was done; a day and a night 
passed, tho second even ins/ closed, the 
servant was raking the lire for t he night — 
something scratched gently nt the door; 
thinking it was tho house dog, she opened 
it, and in came tho seal.' Wearied out 
with his long and unusual voyage, he tes- 
tified by a peculiar cry, expressive of 
pleasure, his delight to find himself at 
home again ; then stretching himself be- 
fore the glowing embers, he loll into a 
deep sleep. The master of the house was 
apprised of the unwelcome visitor, the old 
damo was again consulted, and, averring 
that it was unlucky to kill a seal, she di - 
reeled that, it should lie deprived of night , 
and a third time carried out to sea. To 
this cruel proposition the superstitious 
owner consented, and the affectionate de- 
voted creature was cruelly blinded on the 
hearth for which he had resigned his na- 
tive element. Next morning, writhing 
in ag.my, the poor mutilated seal was em- 
barked and again committed to the waves 
at a still greater distance. A week passed 
and things became worse, .'attle died 
fast and the old hag had ti ifess that 
her arts were useless. Un the eighth 
night after the seal had been plunged into 
the Atlantic a terrible storm blew, and a 
low wailing sound was faintly heard at 
the door; the servants concluding that the 
"banshee" had come to forewarn them of 
an approaching death, buried their heads 
in tho bed coverings. But when morning 
came and the door was opened, the seal 
was there lying dead upon the throshold! 
The onco plump animal, now a mere 
skeleton, having perished from hunger — 
unable through blindness lo procuro its 
customary food — was buried in a neigh- 
boring sandhill. From that moment mis- 
fortunes followed the abettors and perpe- 
trators of this inhuman deed; the family 
was ruined and the property passed into 
other hands. The tradition of tho village 
is that a curse fell upon those who thus 
betrayed the trust of this inoffensive con- 
fidine creature.

China. 

Telegraph building is progressing ra- 
pidly throughout tho empire- 
Serious rioting has been caused at 
Hongkong by tho offorts of the Chinese 
secret societies to colloct head-money 
from emigrants. Tho government is en- 
deavoring to break up the societies. 

The heads of three pirates havo been 
stuck up on the beach at Kowloon city 
as a warning to freebooters along the coast 
who havo been making that place a port 
of call. 

The American firm of Russell it Co. , 
has contracted to Bupply tho Chinese gov- 
ernment with guns and munitions of war 
to the value of 1.250,000 taela for coaBt 
defences. 

Tho new native paper, the Tientsin 
Times, is urging railroad building. 

Particulars of the attempt of pirates to 
capture tho steamer Mee-foo, and the 
suppression of the plot, briefly noticed in 
the summary of news by the last Bteamer, 
show that about 200 freobootors, pro- 
tending to be discharged soldiers, boarded 
the vessel at F-io chow. The presence of 
several hundred Chineso troops on board 
baulked the attempt to capture the steam- 
er, but stealing waB resorted to instead. 
On ascertaining the charaoter of 
the gang the ofiber commanding 
the troops directed tho wholesale 
slaughter of the pirates, Ked ribbons were 
plaited in the queues of the soldiers to din- 
tinguish them from the pirates, end tho 
latter were decapitated as they came up 
from below by guards stationed at tho 
hatchways for the purpose. Some took tho 
alarm, remained below, and on reaching 
port were permitted to escape, the com • 
mander being sated with bloodshed. The 
deck of the ship looked like a shambles run- 
ning with blood, and littered with headless 
and limbless trunks.

Los Anhulkh, Oal., July 27 —This 
morning John Oldridge, wagon-painter, 
aged 45, was shot and instantly killed by

S. W. Lintwoilor, dealor in wagona and 
hardware. Oldridge was in tho employ 
of the same firm. The ijuarrol aroso 
through Oldridge refusing to obey an 
order given by Kilgour. Kilgour claims 
Oldridge commenced the attack by throw- 
ing articles at him; that he then put his 
hand on his putty knife and advanced 
towards him threateningly ; that he 
warned him throo times to stop, and that 
he then fired at him in self defense. Old- 
ridge leaves a wife and two ohildron. 
Kilgour in unmarried. Ho was tm 
mediately lodged in jail. 

San Francisco, July 27. — The coroner 
to-duy held an inquest in the case of John 
T. Collins, who was killed on Sunday 
afternoon by Pat. E. Miillin. The jury, 
after hearing the testimony of u number 
of witnesses, returned a verdict charging 
Mullen with murder. 

Frederick Keutschler, vice president and 
manager of the Indianapolis Manufacturing 
company, committed suicide this morning 
by shooting himself in the head with n 
Winchester rifle.

ENGLAND. 
London, July 2ii. — Tho Times says it 
is believed that tho Marquis of Salisbury 
has offered to sorve under Lord Elarting- 
ton, as premier, if the latter would as- 
sume the work of forming a coalition gov- 
ernment. 

It ia stated that Lord Randolph Chur- 
chill has accepted the position of chancel- 
lor of the exchequer and leader in the 
houso of commons. 

Long before the time appointed for the 
meeting of the Carlton club, the building 
was aurrounrlod by a large crowd of peo- 
ple who were evidently strong sympathiz- 
ers with tho dominant party, and cheered 
each leader as he appeared. Lord Salis- 
bury, Lord John Manners and Lord 
Charles lioresford were welcomed with 
applause that was especially enthusiastic. 
Right lion. William H. Smith, who was 
chief secretary for Ireland for a fortnight 
preceding the close of Lord Salisbury's 
last government was choered heartily 
when he arrived, and the applause which 
greeted the Marquis of Salisbury when he 
made his appearance amounted to sn ova- 
tion. The new premier was evon more 
heartily received by the mooting inside, 
lie made un address on the political situ- 
ation. He congratulated his hearers on 
the success of.tho conservative pirty in the 
recent elections, and dwelt on the wifdoru 
mid necessity of acting in accord with the 
liberal- unionists on tho Irish policy, The 
marquis spoke for twonty minutes. 
Among the announcements ho made was 
thut the Right Hon. W. H. Smith had 
been agreud upon as chief secretary for 
Ireland. 

The Standard commenting on tho pro 
posed convent ion extending the extradi- 
tion provisions of tho treaty of 1841, be- 
tween England and the I'nitod States, 
says: "The factthat it will bo in the power 
of the United States to make the sur- 
render ckui8B inoperative is tho more rea 
son why tho United States should not 
have refused this slight proof of sympathy 
in difficulties which may seoin to bo her 
own. "

Amsterdam, July 27 — It is believed 
that twenty persons were killed and eighty 
wounded in tha riots yesterday, and on 
Sunday, caused by tho police preventing 
thu ell-killing games.

A Newspaper Story That Night 
be True Even II it is Not. 

It is a well known fact that newspaper 
men as a rule do not got erodit for being 
susceptible to anything like the feelings 
that ordinary human boiugs have, but 0110 
case is on record of a man worn out with 
hard work, mid perhaps some dissipation, 
who showed to the few that know him a 
nature mure liko a woman's than the biased 
newspaper man that he was, writes Luther 
Little in tho St. Paul Globe. He had his 
afhco at the time in an overheated and 
badly lighted room, audi aa aro often made 
to do duty as newspaper oflioos in u Now 
Hampshire city . He was the telegraph 
editor on a morning paper, and all through, 
the evening and early morning hours he 
cut the sheets of manifold, dotted the i's, 
put in periods, straightened the twisted 
sentences, and occasionally swore about 
the operators who mado such poor copy. 
His name matters not. He had boon one 
of the brightest reporters iu Chicago ut 
2b, and hud worked in St. Louis and a 
dozen other cities during the leu years 
that followed. 

Ho wiib at the time 1 knew him strictly 
temperate, as 1 aftetwards learned, due to 
the fact that while in New Orleans lie hud 
fallen in love with a young Ldy in mod- 
erate oircumstanaea, who bad promised to 
become his wife when he should consider 
himsolf in circumstances to warrant such 
a atop. He never told mo of this, but 
often spoke of preferring to live in 11 
small city away from tho boys, and where 
he could save more money. Ho had u 
picture of a young lady that was always 
on his desk, and often iu the night his 
eyes would wander from tho manifold ond 
look for fivo minutes on the fuco, that of 
a sweet -faced girl, with dark hair and big 
eyus, that seemed deep and liquid. 

One night, ur rather morning, for it 
was nearly time for iho paper to go 10 
proas, the night edit or came iu and said; 

"Mr. , liuw is Iho report, coming!" 

Tho Western Union kid had just brought, 
in the last shoot of copy, and tho tele- 
graph editor replied; "Thirty is in." 
[When the telegraph editor receives the 
last dispatch for the night ho writes under 
it the conventional sign, 30 J The night 
editor said unless there was something 
important to kill it, for it was getting lato. 

My friend, with the pencil iu his fin 
gers, ran hastily through it, and when ho 
reached the last paragraph stopped short, 
and for a moment turned pale as death, 
while his pencil dropped from his fingors.

with a tired air and loft the oihee, pasting 
the police ropurtor in tho adjoining room 
with a brief good night. 

Next oveniug he did not show up at 
the usual hour, and tho night editor 
swore, for ho had to handle the telegraph 
himself. It waa two days before I saw or 
heard from my friend, and then I hoard 
that ho had quit his job, and 1 went to 
his room away down on Elm street. 

"I am not well," he said. "I had to 
quit night work for awhile. I am about 
dono up." This waa about all ho said, 
and for .a week, as I made calls on him, it 
was tho same. Ho got no bettor, but 
said when ho got over a bad cold he 
would bo all right. Two weeks lator he 
died. A doctor had attended him and 
said it, was a sort of quick consumption.

The picture was 
pushed over to the window sill, and was 
covered with dust. It waa the picture of 
Annie, who had been killod by a bolt the 
day that tho telegraph editor had quit his 
desk forever. The picture with tho let- 
ter were mailed to the girl's mother, with 
a short notice of tho death; but no one 
ever told her that the blow that broke the 
poor hardened newspaperman's heart waa 
the unimportant paragraph that tho night 
editor had ordered killed.

St. John's, N. F., .July 27.— The 
schooner Barrett has put in horo, bring- 
ing the latest news from the Labrador 
ooaat. For noarly two weeks she wns 
blockaded iti York harbor, forty miles 
east of Northeast river, by fields of ice. 
She brings live families who had reaohocl 
that point from Sandwich bay, over 100 
miles inland, by sledges, drawn by ponios 
on which they subsiatod after thoir ar- 
rival. York harbor ia crowded with fugi- 
tives, but these, enmo from the southern 
ooaat and knew nothing of thoir northern 
neighbors. On July 19th two snow 
storms buried eastern Labrador, cutting 
of all communication with its population 
of 15,000 persons. Snow has closed all 
tho trails. A rolief vossel will now go 
direct to York Bay to tho roliof first of 
the autl'orerH there. While Bay dispatch- 
es report that Hudson Bay strait is again 
frozen ovor which is an unprecedented 
occurrence at this season, tho report 
that tho temperature ia ton degrees below 
zero is, however, denied. The cold re- 
sults from immonso masses of arctic ice 
along tho coast and it does extend 200 
miles from the sea. Up to date twenty 
survivors havo arrived here. The num- 
bor that have died iB eBtimatod at 250. 
Since Saturday an oast wind has blown 
oil' the banks increasing tho firmness of 
the coast ice.

The Spronle Case. 

The Ottawa Evening News concerning 
t Ii ts now famous case, says: Another is- 
sue has just been added to tho now fam- 
ous Sproule murder case, the government 
having received to-day intelligence that 
the Attorney-General of British Colum- 
bia has given notice of an appeal to tho 
Imperial Privy Council. It will be re- 
membered that Sproule, who ia an Amer- 
ican citizen, was arrested in the Pacific 
Province on a charge of murder. A 
verdict of guilty was brought in, and sen- 
tence of death was pronounced, but pris- 
oner's counsel made an application be- 
fore the Supromo Court for the release of 
Sproule on a writ of habeas corpm Judge 
Henry, who was sitting in Chambers at 
the time, without going into the merits of 
tho case, decided that the prisoner had 
not been legally tried, Sproule having 
been removed and sentenced iu a district, 
otherwise than that whore the alloged 
offence w ib lenmitttd. The jud;j« forth- 
er ordered that Sproule be brought . to 
Ottawa by tho shoriff, for the purpose of 
being discharged from custody. The 
sheriff has not shown any alacrity to 
oboy tho summons, and tho decision yf 
the Attorney-General of British Colum- 
bia to appeal to the highest court in the 
empire will make matters rather compli- 
cated. Many points of great interest to 
the legal profession, involving the juris- 
diction of the Supremo Court and tho 
constitutionality of an appeal to England, 
will bo decided by the final judgment in 
this case Sproule, who is at present 
respited until August 19th, will likely 
have to enjoy a further lease of life as 
the appeal cannot be heard before tho 
Privy Council until several months 
elapse.

THE BAHAMA ISLANDS. 

A Itesrlon where Earthly Exist- 
ence is an Endless Lullaby. 

Tho Bahamas sre said to have been 
settled as early as 1G2L', and their popu- 
lation is estimated to be about -10,000 
souls. But they are a listless, indolent 
lot, to whom simple existence is the high' 
est aspiration. For the most part the 
language is a curious mixture of the Eng- 
lish, Spanish and negro tongues. Sponge- 
gathering, fishing, couch-gathering, fruit- 
packing, and wrecking constitute about 
all tho labor done. The islands swarm 
with theBo wreckors, who are nearly all 
good-natured souls, that regard every- 
thing cast upon the shores, every vessel 
that grounds upon the dangerous wrecks 
and Keys, and every craft that can be 
even lured upon the rucks, as their right- 
ful gain, and receive all such ocean 
salvage as if tho blessing of heaven ac- 
companied it ; though for that matter our 
own government permits quite as bad a 
state, of things at Ley West and along 
the Pino Islands, off tho south coast of 
Florida. In the capital, Nasaau, there 
is some wealth, some refinement, and 
some regard for the fitness of things, but 
oven here tho enervating blight of a so- 
ciety largely impregnated with political 
and novel castaways has fallen. 

A REION OK PRODIGAL PROVISION. 

For the traveler, the soientist, the in- 
valid, the dreamer, tho outcast, or the 
outlaw, these islands are the ultima Thule. 
Life is sustained with scarcely an effort. 
It is a region of prodigal provision, of 
thyme, and balm, of life in endless lulla- 
by. All this is the vision of toilers. Its 
realization to any people begets squalor. 
Tho population of the entire islands, 
whose capital and governor-genoral aro at 
Nassau, New Providence, is nondescript 
with English, Spanish, and negro com- 
mingling, and comprise such a people as 
might bo likened to Lazzaroni uncon- 
sciously possessing heaven; and, incoming 
to know and think of it all, it is one of 
these intellectual evidences that almost 
compels the rejection of any sort of 
future Btate in which activity and pro- 
gression are not possible. 

There is actually a senso of rest in these 
latitudes so intense as to be oppressive. 
Something in the very air compels sleep 
that can be likened only to a rest which 
brings no renowal of that elation and vig- 
or we in the colder climates kuow, and I 
doubt not that this carries on from physi- 
cal to mental effects, and dims the intel- 
lectual and spiritual alertness Badly. But 
to know it and experience it— and to 
leave it — are delicious; though it all leaves 
with it an undertone of sadness, because 
one so much longs to change the un- 
changeable law of compensation and give 
the sweet clime to the driven, jaded men 
and women of our hardier, mere virile 
peoples, and compel theao half-awake ex- | 
Ltences to live and labor where tho awful 
friction of things would straighten the 
form, put light behind the eyos, and pol- 
ish tho perception until recognizable. 

But all about you it is weird, oharm- 
ing, sensuous, narcotic, dreamful. It ia 
to you like old wine-thai lulls and soothes 
but does not fi re tho blood and brain. 
The sea b.is changed from its hard, cold, 
steely blue, and is now opaline, almost 
milky white, but translucent. The hori- 
zon that abreast of the dreary, dangerous 
headlands of tho north, seemed shut 
down upon near and quick aud hard by 
as dreary a sky, is now far and far away, 
and the waters and sky meet lovingly. 
The sky, too, that was so close aud for- 
bidding 000 leagues behind now seems in- 
finitely far above you, and has a tleeciness 
ai d softness which opens to the imagina- 
tion undreamed-of Mights toward heaven. 
nature's hand is forevkk opkn. 
In these islands nature's hand is forever 
wido open. Here the pineapple, citron, 
melon, guava, custard apple, yam, bread- 
fruit, sweet potato, pomegranate, banana, 
orange, lemon, cocoanut, and u bundled 
other vegetables and fruits, spring unask- 
ed from a surpassing and prodigal pro- 
ductiveness. Tho forests teem with the 
cocoanut tree, a hundred feet to iti strange 
pinnate leaves, the oeiba or silk-cotton 
tree, the black mangrove, almond, ma - 
hogany, ebony, lignum v i 1 ;o , lance, and 
the royal palm, while the swinging cactus, 
oleanders as tall as our trees and flower- 
ing every month in the year, tho glowing 
coral vino, tho tuberose, tho Cherokee 
rose, aud rosea of every hue aud 3i:to, tho 
alligator pear, the night-blooming coreus, 
and a myrid of ehrubs, ferns, and llowers 
delight the eye and gludden with peren- 
nial color and odor, and that forever 
without the bidding of wish or touch of 
labor. 

The Inxnriauce of land is also equaled by 
the prodigality of sea life and form, ho 
varied, beautiful and wonderful. No shores 
are so enchanting, no waters so winsome, 
and no depths of ocean hold such mazes of 
mystery and delight. The fish alone are 
remarkable in variety. Auieiig theiu aro 
the block&sh, tho porpoise, which seems to 
tumble about in all waters, the shark, thut 
deadly foe to the sailor, tho dolphin, which 
is in endless pursuit of tho delicate Hying 
fish which scuds through the air because it 
is chased and not because it enjoys it, which 
Bame dolphin is never cooked aboard a ves- 
sel unless a silver half-dollar is put in the 
same pot, for if the half-dollar black- 
eus then the dolphin is full of 
poison from having sucked copper from 
ship bottoms; tho whipray, like the floun- 
der and with a tail like a coachman's 
whip, sometimes ton feet long; the jew- 
(ish, which is to these waters as the hali - 
but of our northeast ooaat ; the yellow- 
tailed snapper, gigantic turtles, the cat- 
tish, tho groupa, atriped anupper, 
bonito, Spanish mackerel, angel fiBh, 
pork- fish, hound fish, and sucking- 
fish. Then there is that dread mystery 
to seamen, the Portuguese man of- war, 
that strange formation of marine life like 
a moss of jolly with its ventral fins ex- 
tended in every direction, ridin» the 
heaviest seas like a bird, and which lea- 
folk say is a deadly poison to the touch.— 
Ktl/'tr Wakvman in Clticayo Ne.ws.

DANIEL »OUCiI,A§ HOME. 

The Widely-known Spiritualistic Medi- 
um Who died last Week in London. 



Daniel Douglas Home, 
a very notorious, if not 



at ono tun's 
positively il- 
lustrious personage, died a few days 
ago in London, in the most absolute 
obscurity, his borrowed feathers all 
plucked oft, and only known, whore 
known at all. as the greatest fraud of 
the century. 

Homo claimed to be the greatest of 
all spiritual media, and, no doubt, ho 
either was all he pretended to be, or he 
was one of the most impudent impos- 
tera that ever gulled a credulous and 
long-suft'ering community. Which he 
really was, our readers will not find it 
hard to determine, when they have di- 
gested the following facts, for which 
vro are largely indebted to the New 
York World:— From his early days 
Home was incurably lazy, and would 
do and say anything and everything in 
order to escapo physical exertion of any 
kind. He was at an early age left an 
orphan, and brought from Scotland to 
the United States by an aunt, who in 
vain sought to train him to be a farm- 
er. Work he would not, and at last, 
when flharply found fault with, ho ex- 
cused himself on the plea that he had 
been in communication! with the spirit 
of a playmate who had lately died. 
This was when the young rascal was 
about fourteen years of age. His aunt, 
who, with all her push and shrewd- 
ness, had a strong vein of superstition 
about her, implicitly believed his story, 
and thereafter afforded him full scope 
for the exercise of his gifts in the 
spiritualistic line. It was a time when 
the world was all agog on such matters, 
and when a good medium could scarce- 
ly fail to cause a Benaation and gather 
in a rich harvest of caBh. Home had 
any amount of the coolest impudence. 
His nerves were of iron. His cunning 
was marvellous, and his cleverness of 
a certain kind was also undoubted. He 
played the prophet and the spiritualist 
with matchless adroitness and witli 
surpassing power of face. He read 
character easily, and generally with a 
wurprising amount of accuracy. Weak 
spots were soon discovered, and he 
played on these with a large amount of 
skill. He could stimulate to the life 
belief in his own lies, and no doubt he 
managed to do and say many things 
which had a strange, uncanny like 
look about them. In a very short time 
he became the rage, and when still in 
early manhood was run after by noble, 
royal, nay, even imperial personages, 
that he might for their benefit aill 
spirits from the vasty deep in order to 
tell his patrons things to come. 

LouiB Napoleon wa3 notoriously, 
nay, even abjectly superstitious, and 
Home managed to bring "my uncle's 
nephew" to his feet. The generally be- 
lieved story is that he had two sittings 
with the Emperor, and that the issue 
was highly sensational. The sittings 
took place in the fall of 1801 or in the 
spring of 1862, and according to 
Home's own account of the matter, the 
following was the course they took: 

Louis, Eugenie, and several dignit- 
aries of the court were present each 
time. The first time the sitting accord- 
ed him was not long enough for him to 
do more than to materialize a fow 
spirit ilowers— one of which struck 
the Empress full in the face 
and groately alarmed her. A few sha- 
dowy forms appeared, which the Em- 
peror said he recogni/.ed as relatives of 
his. 

"At the next sitting Home said he 
was in full power, and materialized, or 
pretended to materialize, a number of 
disembodied spirits. Tliey formed a 
circle around the Emperor, to his evi- 
dont amazement and terror. He recog- 
nized and called his mother by name. 
Suddenly they all vanished, and one 
solitary figure appeared, and advanced 
to the Emperor. Ho was dressed as 
the pictures of the Little Corporal, 
and was easily recognized as Napoleon 
1. 

"Louis turned white, but, with 
trembling lips, managed to utter the 
words:

About this time the cunning rogue 
greatly enhanced his own reputation 
and raised the wonder of his dupes by 
kaying that "the power" had, for the 
time, left him, and that now weak rb 
other men he merely waited for the ro- 
mrn of that which apparently came 
and went without regard to any known 
law. Multitudes waited along with him 
mid were no doubt wonderfully satisfi- 
ed when the spiritualistic current again 
flowed. 

Queen Victoria had then recently 
lost her husband, and naturally wish- 
ed}to renew intercourse with the depart 
ed if that were possible.

People are bound to be 
"dtuoothed" Home way, as that genius 
in the "Old Curiosity Shop" has it, and 
no doubt multitudes fancied they got 
quite two guineas' worth of nervous 
excitement through the medium of this 
spirit charmer, and were, therefore, 
ready to cry quits. To think, however, 
of transmuting a hand of wood into 
oue of flesh wan quite too, too. It was 
not like Home to try it. Success had 
spoiled him. Moral, is evident.
